TWENTY-ONE ARE KILLED. 


Czar'* Launch Strikes a Russian Mine 


In Port Arthur Harbcr. 


St. PotorBburK. April 23.—Twenty- 


one men were, killed when a .Russian 


launch struck a Rnnslnn mine in Port 
Arthur harbor Friday. 
The launch 


was engaged in plnclng mines. 


The news of Ihls latent fatal care- 
lessness on ilii1 part of the defenuers 
of the stronghold was conveyed In the 
following dispatch from Viceroy Alex- 
leff to the czar: 


"I respectfully report to your maj- 


esty that during the placing of mines 
by some steam launches Lieutenant 
Pell and twenty men were 
killed 


through a mine exploding premature- 
ly under tho stern of one 
of 
the 


launches." 


This announcement lias added to the 


gloom which haa prevailed since the 
disaster to the Petropavlovsk. 


"We are paying the price of care- 


lessness." said a member of the ad- 
miralty, "and previous disasters seem 
to teach nothing." 


Tile war commission suppressed part 


of the viceroy's dispatch, which show- 
ed where tho mines were being laid. 
It Is believed the launches were em- 
ployed' In mining the entrance to the 
Imrbor in order to prevent the Jap- 
anese from forcing an entrance and 
attempting to destroy the remaining 
ships. 
It Is evident from the closing 


of the entrance that Viceroy Alcxlcff 
has no Intention of letting his ships go 
to sea again even against an Inferior 
force, though this may not bo tho pol- 
icy of Vine Admiral Skrydloff. who will 
determine on it plan nf operation when 
he assumes command.

Admit tlie Transfer. 


Wlion'W. A. Daly and Charles W. 


lussell, tho United States assistant 
ittorneys general, who came to Paris 
o assist In the transfer of the prop- 
erty, wen- seen they reluctantly admit- 
ed that the transfer hntlooen consum- 
nated. They furnished the following 
statement In writing: 


"The papers transferring the rights 


and property by the new Panama 
Canni Coiryuny to the United. States 


have alreai?7 been cxcculed"nmr" de- 
livered.

stockholders' meeting. 


"Tho arrangement Includes a gen- 


eral conveyance .and provisions for 
deeds and relliuiulshment in the repub-

Friday by former Judge O. W. Pow- 
ers, the only witness before the w:n- 
ate eomniltlec on privileges and elec- 
tions in the Investigation of the pro- 
test against Senator Heed Snioot. Sev- 
eral times efforts were made by coun- 
sel for the defeiiHe to show that Tow- 
ers' Btory wan ba.sed on hrartmy. but 
the attempts were met 
by signed 


statements 
of 
members 
of 
the 


church, records of 'the Ktate. alll- 
davltH of pur.Hnim present at various 
places where the church •Influence was 
manifested and other evidence. 


Church Comes First. 


Mr. Powers was appointed by Pres- 


ident Cleveland In 188", as'an asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme court of 
Utah. At that time prosecutions un- 
der tlio Kclmunds act wore just bo- 
Sinning. During Ills Incumbency, Mr. 
1'owerB sold, about 100 persons were 
prosecuted for polygamy ami polyga- 
mous cohabitation, among them be- 
ing Lorenzo Snow, one of the twelve 
njHistles, who nfterwnrd \vnn elected 
jirenldent of the church. 
Mr. Snow 


was convicted and sentenced. 


Judge Powers nald he had exam- 


ined persons who applied for natur- 
alization. 
In regard to an applica- 


tion by Nell Hanson .ludgi; Powers 
nal'1 he was Informed by Hanson that 
ho would obey the lawn of the; church 
rather thnn the laws of the land If 
they should _"run counter of each oth- 
er." 
The application for citizenship 


was denied. 


Marriages Are Secret. 


In regard to pruticciitinmi. Judge 


Powers nald most of them had been 
for 
polygamous 
cohabitation. 
Few 


prosecutions were secured for polyga- 
my, he said, as there was then no 
marrhifio law In Utah, marriages were 
secret and polygamy therefore was 
hard to prove. 


Mr. Powers reviewed the political 


lilhtory of Utah to show the close re- 
lations of the mormon church with 
political affairs; also the local and 
municipal government. 
Ho showed 


that the church controlled In civil as 
well as eeclestl-al affairs. In one case 
it was shown that a man wnji disci- 
plined and was summoned by Abra- 
ham O. Smoot, president of the high 
council of the Utah state of /.Ion. It 
was not shown that any relationship 
existed between Senator Smoot and 
the man mentioned.
